The tug Ranger arrived at 10 o'clock

Thirteen of the
pasengers had been transferred to the
stenmer Pomona, which left bhere today
for Ban Franckeo, The remainder of
the passengers amd crew, 83 in number,

It is possible the Vanguard's passeng
ers have been transferred to the Po-
mona also, When the St. Paul struek,
sdie was 15 miles south of her course,
and the third officer was at the bridge
at the time.
